GOTHAM'S 
VASTNESS. 


There 
have been printed within the 


past 
few days a number of statistics 


which give an idea of the vastness of 
New York. 
For instance according to 


the Public Servics 
Commission 
there 


were 4798 accidents of 'all sorts on tha 
street, nubway, elevated and steam rail- 
roads of Greater New York, in January. 
For tha same month of 1910 tha 
acci- 


dents numbered 4413. 


"While the total number of accidents 


on street railroads has increased 
about 


6 4 - 5 per cent, the car miles operated 
have increased 0 per cent, and the num- 
ber of revenue passengers carried on the 
street railroads in January, 1911, 
was 


131,200,000, as against 
123,860,742, 
in 


January, 1310, an increase of 7,339,260. 
The total number of revenue car miles 
operated by the street railroads in Janu- 
ary, 1911, was 25,250,000, as against 23,- 
066,576, an increase, of 2,183,424. 


MANY 
MISSING- 


The annual. report of Police Commis- 


sioner Cropsey sets forth that 2657 males 
and 1170 females ware reported by rela- 
tives and friends to bo missing during the 
year. Of this number a total of 726 wore 
not 
found during the year, 438 of the 


unaccounted for being men and 287 being 
women. 
Of these 525 were residents of 


Manhattan, 
the Bronx and Richmond. 


3£ciBt of the disappearances were record- 
ed from Manhattan. 


There were 170,601 arrests during the 


year In New York, 123,287 of the- total 
having been mado in Brooklyn and the

Increase Mounts at Rate of Billion Dollars 


Annually; U* S. Is Big Sugar, Producer

a general Idea that the railroad business" 
la the United States is a pretty bis at 
fair, but outside those directly and vital- 
ly interested in the operation and financ- 
ing of the great institution of transpor- 
tation in United States few have any 
idea of its magnitude. 
Statistics just prepared "show that in' 


1909 the total capttlalzation o f ' all the 
railroads in the United States was ?17,- 
942.282,575. ' 
This includes all 
stocks 
and bonds. 
An idea of the growth of 
this . business may be had from the fact 
that, the Increase In capitalization since 
-1905 has been at the rate of jnore than 
51.000,000,000 annually.. In other -words 
about every 
three 
years, an amount 
equal to the entire cash in the country 
is spent in railroad building. 
In 1880 
the. total railroad capitalization was S5,- 
403,038,257. 
In thirty .years the amount 
of capital invested in railroads has more 
thr.u tripled itself. . Tr.uly this is..re- 
markable showing even for the United. 
States. •

U. S. SUGAR PRODUCER. 


It is not generally, known that the 
United States is distinctly a sugar pro- 
ducing- country, though it still imports 
more than three-fourths of me supply 
consumed. 
While tlrs quantity produced 
increased from 30,000 tons, mostly cane 
sugar, in 1S79, to 835,300 tons in 1909, 
the quantity imported 
increaseu 
from 


914,600 tons to 2.SS7.100. 
The 
first ot 
these dates is hardly a fair one for com- 
parison, as it came at the end of a 
lone- period of depression., 
The quantity produced 
in 1SSS was 
153,100 tons, in 1S99, 2*3,000 and in 1004 
G68.000, and the quantity Imported was 
1,467,000 tons in 1SS9, 2,009,000 in 1599, 
and 2.392,500 in 1904.' The groat increase 
in production has taken place in the last 
ten years and has been mostly in beet 
sugar. 
Twenty years ago that industry 
had barely begun, and in 1899 the pro- 
duction was only 81,700 tons, compared 
with 161,300 tons cf cane sugar. 
In the 
next five years it increased to 253,900 
tons, against. 415,000 for the cane prod- 
uct, ant) in 1909 it amounted to 501,700 
tons, while cane sugar fell back to 334,- 
100 tons. Now there Is much more beet 
than cane sugar manufactured in tne 
country, chiefly in California, Colorado, 
Michigan and Wisconsin. 
This growth in production has not 
prevented a continued increase in the 
quantity Imported. Of the 2,887.100 tons 
in .ijU'3 about one-third, or 927,800, were 
obtained from the "non-contiguous ter- 
ritory" of the United 
States, 
chiefly 
Hawaii and Porto Rico. 
This was an 
increase 
from 
691,000 tons in 1904, or 
about one-fourth of the whole, and 313,- 
400 tons in 1893, which was less than 
one-sixth of the whole. 
From foreign 
countries wa bought 
1,959,300 tons 
in 


1909, which was over 150,000 more than 
in 1904 and 283,700 more than in 1899.

NEW YORK.—"There is no more reason 


ivhy a woman shouldn't take up archi- 
Ii-eture than there Is why she shouldn't 
lake up painting except that architecture 
requires a great deal more knowledge 
and experience, particularly experience 
in handling men. 
The successful woman 


architect must be a combination of the 
artist anfl the business woman, only busi- 
ness should come first." 


That is the way JIIss Fay .Kellogg-, 


wo;:ia;in architect and 
builder of 
office 


buildings, looks upon architecture as a 
field for women, only she admits in the 
next breath that possibly there is some 
truth in your suggestion that the required 
combination is rare among women. Xot: 
all women architects, Miss Kellosg will 
tell you, may have the job of bossing 200 
workmen while perched on a girder at 
The top of a nine-story building, as Miss 
Kellogg did recently, tut 
little things 


like that 
count if a woman wants to 


build skyscrapers instead of bungalows. 
Miss Kellogg confesses that is her am- 
bition. 
"What T want to do now," said Miss 


Kellogg, looking out of the window of 
her atelier nn Union Square and point- 
ing to tho skyscrapers southward, "is to 
build a really big one. something twenty 
srories or more high; and when a wo- 
man oan rear one of those she ought 
to be willing to retire." 


NSW 
STUDY FOR WOMEN. 


Architecture is a comparatively new-

Miss Kellogg, in addition 


to being about the first woman actively 
to practice architecture as a profession 
and to enter into real competition with 
men in this Held, is also the first woman 
to boss the job of erecting a big down- 
town office building:. 


A year ago 
she remodeled some old 


five-story buildings on Park place near 
Broadway, tore down 
another building 


alongside of them and created in their 
place a nine-story office building mod- 
ern in every particular. 
The 
spectacle 


of a woman bossing such a job was suf- 
ficiently novel to make the different con- 
tractors who worked on the Park place- 
building 
remember it for many a day. 
Perhaps some of them worked just a bit 
harder to get things done on time for her. 


"My, but it was interesting," said the 


r-r-chitect. as she pointed to a picture of 
the building- as finished. 
"I spent from 


two to three hours every day climbing 
ladders and 
seeing that my 
specifica- 


tions were being properly followed. You 
see I supervised every ^K of work, even 
to the elevators and the plumbing.

erything went through my hands. 


GOT USED TO HER. 


"Of course it was kind of hard for 
some of the sub-contractors to get used 
to a womon architect, but I had trou- 
ble witli only one man. 
He refused to 


do something I had ordered one day aand 
used a little strenuous language. I sim- 
p!v held back his money for a month, 
•r\nd when he wanted to know the rea- 
son I reminded him of the incident and 
what he had said to me. I had no more 
trouble after that

square hasn't a feminine touch about it. 
It is done In dark green and on the walls 
hang- some of the.sketches she did while 
studying- in Paris. The draughting room 
reminds you of that of any architect, 
and so does the private office except 
that you notice a. table and an electric 
drop-light, which look unusually home- 
like for an office. 


When a reporter called the other day 
this woman architect, with her sleeves 
bared, to her elbow, was perched on a 
high stool in her own draughting room 
busy finishing- tho plan for a Ixmg Island 
bungalow.

womnn was helping her. 


In fact, what struck you the moment 
you opened the door was that here was 
an office in a business district in which 
there wasn't a man to be seen. Inquiry re- 
vealed the fact that while the head of 
the office was a woman she has no par-

ployes. 


"I sometimes have men here," she ex- 


plained quickly, "when I am working: on 
anything- big and need a lot of draughts- 
men. 
You see there aren't many women 


draughtsmen as yet, and even. If there 
were I don't know that I should give 
them preference over men. 


NO QUESTION OF 
SEX. 


"One of my theories is that there Is no 


question of sex; in work. If I have abil- 
ity, 
If it Is born in me, I have the right 


and should have the right to exercise 
It whether I am. a man or a woman. 


"How did I come to take up architec- 


ture?" she asked when she led the way 
into her private office. 
"Well, it's really I 


funny, considering the fact that I started . 
out seriously to be a doctor, and they're.' 
pretty far apart, aren't they?

"You see, I was a very funny little i 


girl. Instead of having- dolls I insisted | 
upon having a tool chest and a carpen- 
ter's bench. My old aunt still has. my 1 
set of tools. 
"When I wasn't building • 


things with my 
tools 
I was making 
sugar pills, but I never played with 
dolls. I don't say that In this there Is 
any helpful suggestion to enable other 
young- women to determine whether or 
not, they will succeed as architects, but 
it shows 
that I was a little different 


from other little girls. 


"'First of all I wanted to be a woman 


doctor. I was born In the country in 
in Pennsylvania, and finally. In course of 
family wanderings, reached "Washington. 
There I attended lectures at Columbian 
College, Intent upon taking up medicine. 


OLD FASHIONED IDEAS, 


"My father 
had some old fashioned 


ideas and lie lia.fl given a very reluctant 


consent to this. In two weeks he came 
to me again. and asked me • to give up 
medicine and take drawing lessons, and 
I finally gave In to him. 


"Father 
got hold 
of a government 


employe to act as tutor for me in draw- 
ing and mathematics. 
At the end of two 
years I took some of my drawings to 
Pratt Institute, and 
they 
seemed to 


think them so good that they broke ail 
precedent and admitted" me In the mid- 
dle of their architectural course. 


"I made up two years work there In 


one and learned not only how to design 
but how to write specifications. 
I write 


all my own, specifications now, even for 
the plumbing and boilers of a building." 


Right here Miss Kellogg broke off her 


own personal 
narrative 
to recommend 


architecture as a field for women. 


"There were two or three girls at Pratt 


studying architecture," she said, 
"for 


you know the course there is famous 
even in Paris. I have never heard of 
any of them taking it up afterward as 
a profession, though, perhaps some of 
them have. 


"I know of only one other woman ac- 


tively .practicing" her 
profession 
here 
and that is Miss Kate Budd, and she, I 
believe, is confining her" work mostly to 
building bungalows and homes. 
And 


yet what work would, be nicer or cleaner 
for a girl?" 


-Prejudice, male prejudice. Miss Kellogg 


seemed to think, accounted for the ab- 
sence of women from the field of archi- 
tecture until recently, and this brought 
her back to her own narrative. 


BLAMES MALE PREJUDICE. 


"I met this, prejudice," she went on, 
"and If any giri ever had a harder time 
than I did I'd like to find her. I went 
about with samples of my work for' four 
months before they would look at me. 
One architect whose name would be in- 
stantly recognized now told he that he 
had never had a woman in his office and 
certainly wasn't going to start with such 
an innovation. 


"Others almost dropped dead when I 


applied for a place among their draughts- 
men. 
The Idea of having a woman around 


seeined repugnant to their ideas of lib- 
erty, the men didn't want to give up 
their priceless privilege of not caring 
what they said, telling whatever story 
trny liked, in those days. You see, I was 
a kind of a pioneer. It was back in 1SS6. 
"It was the late John M. Carrere who 


came to 
my help. He 
said that 
he 
would make the experiment. I was the 
first woman ever admitted to his atelier. 
I was only one of many young architects 
whom he helped, but it meant more In 
my case because I was a woman." 


Miss KoJlogg said that tho few years 


she worked in Mr. Carrere's office she. 
would never forgot. 
1 


"He was quick and impetuous," she 


said, "but he was a true friend. 
Why, 


do you know -when. I went to Paris 
to study he wrote me a personal letter 
every two months just to keep me en- 
couraged over there. 


AIDED IN FIGHT. 


In speaking of her experiences In Paris 


she said: 


''It may seem strange, but I was re- 


sponsible for getting the Beaux Arts to 
admit women to their course, although 
unfortunately it was too late for me to 
take advantage of It. "When I went to 
Paris in 1S93 armed 
with 
letters from 
Mr. Carrere and many 
other architects 


over here whom he had Interested in my 
case the authorities at the Beaux Arts 
flatly refused to allow m& to enter. I saw 
the head of the institute, who told me 
they could not create a precedent.

Statistics shotv that England is one of 


the countries where fewest people take 
their lives and it Is reasonable to sup- 
pose that the attitude of the law in mak- 
ing suicide a criminal offense has acted 
as .1 strong deterrent, but statistics show 
that self-destruction is on the increase 
in England, even after making allowance 
for the growth of population. From a 
yearly average of 2600 for the five iyeara 


ended ISD-i the number of suicides has 


increased, to an ai-erage of 3577 for the 
five years ended 1009. 


The opinions - of prominent persons in 


England have been sought on the sub- 
ject of the kaiser's 'suicide decree," and 
some are found "who accord with the im- 
perial views. Lord* Avebury, Sir Hiram 
Maxim and Sir Gilbert Parker are in full 
agreement with him. H. G. "Wells, the 
novelist, says that suicide is usually but 
not always art evasion of one's responsi- 
bilities and is then wrong. But no public 
good is achieved by punishing attempts. 


Mr. Flowden, the well known London 
magistrate, says that suicide differs in 
degree. 
Each case, he main tains, must [ 


be judged according to its circumstances. [ 
It is not to be encouraged nor yet to be 
hastil.y condemned. 
Dr. Forbes WInslow, founder 
of 
the 


British Hospital lor Mental Disorders, is I 
opposed to the idea that suicide is Justl-j 
liable under any circumstances. 


"I do not agree with the German em- 


peror,1 he says. 
"I think 'that the law 


should enciuire into all cases of suicide, 
actual and attempted, and J would be 
sorry to see self-destruction admitted as I 
a right or meritorious act.

ctdes are premeditated.

result of impulse, and the attitude oC the I 
English law on the matter tends, I be- 
lieve, to check that impulse. As a stu- 
dent of the .subject for many years. I 
have come to the conclusion that sui- , 
cidal impulse is a form of insanity which I 
is ver.y much on the increase and the re- 
moval of any check on it would be dis- 
astrous." 


CIRCUMSTANCES DIFFER. 


" On the other hand Dr. Bernard Hollan- 


der, consulting physician at the British 
Hospital for Mental Disorders, is of the 
opinion that there are circumstances un- 
der which a man has a right to destroy 
himself. In speaking of the diverse ideas 
that were held in ancient times regarding 
thp morality of suickle Dr. Hollander re- 
called that Plato, although lie did not 
forbid burial to those who committed sui- 
cide, ordered that the spot-where they 
were laid should be "In a lonely place un- 
marked by any stone." 


Cicero and Plutarch were undecided on 


the point and Tacitus regarded suicide 
as a meritorious mode of escaping from 
the sorrows and sufferings of this ]ii>. 
Seneca also he id that it was a duty un- 
der certain circumstances, as in great 
poverty, slavery, grief, old age, hopeless 
disease, when a cruel death was _ in pros- 
.pect, when one was satiated with Hfe or 
confronted with inability to maintain a 
position in' accordance with one's prin- 
ciples, approaching old age and a weak- 
ening power to form a reasonable judg- 
ment. 


"I hold myself," Dr. Hollander says, 
"that under certain circumstances it is a 
justifiable thing to commit sulcidv.. al- 
•though I do not go as far as Seneca, for 
according to his views nearly everyone 
should commit suicide sooner or later. It 
is impossible to lay down a rule or to 
name any 
particular 
conditions under 


which it would In my opinion be permis- 
sible, as everything depends,upon the cir- 
cumstances of the individual case/* 


Dr. Hollander, 
b-.y the Traj', emphatic- 


ally approved of the Nevada proposal to 
give a condemned criminal the option of 
poisoning himself with a dose of hydro- 
cyanic acid instead of being hanged.

The proceedings of the committee here 


are shrouded In the deepest mystery, the 
members are bound by an oath of se- 
crecy, and even the best-informed ob- 
servers know nothing of its deliberations. 
It is rumored, however, that violent dis- 
sensions prevail among the Young Turks, 
and there.can be little doubt that 
the 


military clubs both 
here and at XJskub 


and Monastlr regard the proceedings of 
the civilian politicians with growing dis- 
satisfaction. 


HINT AT CHANGE. 


Some of., the officers, indeed, openly 


hint that a. great change Is In prepara- 
tion. 
In the circumstances 
a 
feeling 


of uneasiness prevails among the for- 
eign residents as regards 
the political 


outlook. The officers who were formerly 
favorable to the committee of union and 
progress have changed 
sides, and the 


army is now stated to be wholly devoted 
to Mahmud Shevket and to be ready to 
support him should he see fit to proclaim 
a military dictatorship. 
He seems, how- 


ever, to have Jittle 
political 
ambition, 


and is indisposed to extend the sphere of 
his activity beyond the army. Should he 
resolve to take action the remnants of 
constitutionalism 
would 
probably dis- 


appear, as he~ Is known to have little dis- 
position for pariamentary institutions. 


ATTITUDE ALTERED, 


Meanwhile the attitude of the Young 


Turks Soward the subject of populations 
has altered considerably. 
Doubtless by 


order of the committees. If not of the 
central government, the local authorities 
are displaying a more merciful disposi- 
tion, and in the Salonika, vilayet at least 
the beating of peasants has come to an 
end. 
Similar leniency Is apparently be- 


ing practiced in the vilayets of Monas- 
'.ir and Uskub, although casss of beating 
.•iilagerB in the districts of Krushevo and 
Oemir Hlssar have recently been report- 


ed. At the same time various overtures 
have been made both to the Albanians 
and the Bulgarians, wITo are regarded as 
the most dangerous element, and whoso' 
prospective attitude during the coming 
spring inspires the authorities with seri- 
ous concern in view of the considerable 
-displacement of troops necessitated bs 
the Yeman revolt. In ordc-r to emphasize, 
the newly established cordiality between 
rulers and ruled, so-called mass meetings 
have been summoned at Drama, Voderna 
Ostrovo and eJsewlie're, which the peas- 
ants obediently attend and where they 
pass by acclamation various resolutions 
indorsing the measures 
of 
a paternal 


government declaring that the reports 
circulated abroad regarding their mal- 
treatment are rnalicioua inventions, and 
thanking the "authorities 
for 
having 


handed over to them certain churches 
and schools. 


AGAINST PRISONERS. 


At the same time a number of political 


prisoners who have been awaiting trial 
by courtmartial have latterly been ac- 
quitted by civil courts. 
The courtmartial 


at Kotchana has dissolved after passing 
seventeen death sentences, 
several of 


which have been carried out. 


The projected visit of the sultan to 


Salonika, Monastir, Uskub and the scene 
of the famous battle of Kossovo is de- 
scribed as a master stroke, destined to 
cenfent the union of hearts. 
It would 


seem to be more especially designed to 
revive the waning loyalty of the Alba- 
nians and to resuscitate their traditional 
devotion to the house of Othman. Great 
preparations are announced for the re- 
ception of the sovereign.

Teutons Have Anxious Eye on 


United States and Great 


Britain. 


' BERLIN, April 8.—Lively Interest has 
bean excited in this country by the dis- 
cussion in the House of Commons with 
regard to the possibility of concluding a 
.universal 
arbitration 
treaty 
between 


Great Britain and the United States. As 
on almost all topics, 30 on this, it Is nec- 
essary to distinguish between three dis- 
tinct classes of opinion: 


(1) That of the government and the 


official "world. 


(2). 
That of those strata of the popu- 


latipn which supply officers to the army 
and navy and fill the upper grades of the 
Prussian administration. 


(3) That of the masses of the people. 
With regard to the first of these, a 


high government official has vory courte- 
ously supplied me 
with 
the following 


statement: 


"As you know from the report of the 


last1 Hague conference, we are sympa- 
thetically inclined towards the principle 
of arbitration and have 
unaeriaicen 
to 


consider the question of an extension of 
its application; but up to .the present our 
studies in this direction have led, to no 
definite result. 
Even if It snould prove 


possible . to 
effect 
an arrangement be- 


tween 
Great 
Britain and the United 


States which would provide for the ref- 
erence to arbitration of all disputes what- 
soever between those two countries, and 
eliminate all chance 
of 
war between 


them, it would not follow that similar 
compacts would be practicable within the 
confines of Europe. On this continent the 
conditions are more complicated. It is, 
for example, exceedingly doubtful wheth- 
er all the nations would be prepared to 
accept the territorial status quo as a ba- 
sis, and eventualities are wways con- 
ceivable for the judgment of which 
it 


would be very difficult to obtain the nee 
essary standards from international law 
as it exists today." 


ETHEREAL SCHEME. 


. Owing to the military associations and 
traditions the second of the classes men- 
tioned above, not urumturatly, considers 
war as part of the ethereal scheme of 
thing?.

international litigation.

GAMES OF JAPAN. 


Though Japan has adopted many west- 


ern games in 
conjunction 
with other 


fruits' of civilization, it must not be sup- 
posed that she does not possess games of 
her ov/n. 


Go, originally a Chinese pastime, has 


for centuries been th» THOST pupular of 
tho Indoor postimes of the Japanese.

represent tho chief celestial bodies, while 
the white and blar.k men represent day 
and night, and the number of crosses the

that is, the primordial principle of the 
universe. 


In playing if the combatants are equal- 


ly matched they take* the white stones 
alternately; if unequal, the weaker takes 
the black, and odds are also given by 
allowing him to occupy the spots, that is, 
to place stones upon them at the outset.

closures wore made at an inquiry held 
by the Rochdale Board of Guardians Into 
a betting raid made at the workhouse. 


A few .days ago'a letter, was received 


by the clerk to the guardians, apparently 
from an Inmate of the workhouse, stating 
that betting., on a large scale was being 
carried on by the paupers. 
It was also 


alleged that articles of clothing and other 
things had been stolnn and sold to" pro- 
vide money for betting purposes. 
The 


information further stated that the prin- 
cipals were able to live on a lavish scale 
through their'gains from gambling. 


Inquiries were set afoot and the state- 


ments in the letter in relation to betting 
were found to be substantially true. Dur- 
ng the meal hour the bookmaker and his 
two clerks were seated In tne day-room 
accepting betting slips and money and 
paying out the previous day's winnings to 
:he successful gamblers "when the work- 
house master made a raid. 
On being 


searched a pauper named Dean, wha had 
acted as bookmaker, was found to be in 
possession o£ a number of betting-slips 
and a considerable sum of money. 


MAKES ADMISSIONS. 


At the inquiry, Dean made some re- 


markable admissions.' He said that while 
on inmate of the workhouse during the 
ast eighteen months, he had acted as a 
bookmaker on football and racing events. 
Altogether he had 
about 
thirty cH'ents 


among the paupers. 


Dean gave a list of the men who had 


been making bets with him, and they 
were brought before the committee. 
At 


first they denied all knowledge, but on 
being searched a "racing calendar" and 
betting slips were found on one and bet- 
ting slips on others. 
When 
confronted 


with the statements made by Dean, they 
admitted that they had made bets In the 
workhouse. 
It was further stated thai 


money was brought from inmates of the 
infirmary for the purpose of betting. 


The committee decided to reprimand all 


the men, and as a further punishment 
they were ordered to be placed on bread 
and water for forty-eight bourse. 


BEES ARE STRICKEN. 


A mysterious bee disease which first 


appeared 
during ., 1!>04 
In 
the Isle of 


Wight and in 1»07 in 
Bucks 
and the 


GuLldford district of 
Surrey, has now 


spread to all parts of Great Britain. 


Throughout autumn and winter bees 


have died irom this causu at an alarm- 
ing rate, and now Ulan spring has ad- 
vancsd sufficiently to 
ascertain 
their 


condition it is being realized how wide- 
spread has been tne destruction. 
It is 


estimated that in Hants, West Surrey, 
and Bucks alone over 60UO colonies have 
recently been destroyed by this inexpli- 
cable malady. 


The bees lose their powar of flight and 


crawl in front of the uive to <:ie. Newly 
hived swarms and the strongest stocks 
are first to succumb. The causes are va- 
riously attributed to the contagion of af- 
fected bees, fungus growths in pollen or 
a probably new clover sickness. 


In 1906 the Board of 
Agriculture ap- 


pointed two well-known Cambridge sci- 
entisls, A. D. Innes and Dr. Maiden, to 
investigate the matter, and several con- 
tinental scientists, including Dr. Zander, 
of Erlangen, and Dr. Mossen, are also 
conducting investigations. 
Unfortunate- 


ly none ot their investigations have been 
sufficient to prevent or cure the trouble. 


CROPS SUFFER, 


Fruit and seed growers who realize the 


great assistance which bees render in the 
fertilization of seed and fruit blossoms 
regard this rapid disappearance of bees 
with considerable alarm, as it means a 
serious reduction in their fruit and seed 
crops. 


At the annual meeting of the British 


Beekeepers' Association Dr. Maiden, one 
of the Board of Agriculture's investiga- ' 
tors, stated that he had discovered a 
bacillus in the diseased bee similar to the 
.bucillus of plague in human beings, but 
wsis unable to cultivate it. 


A large number of those present at the 


meeting stated they had lost the whole 
of their bees* A case was mentioned ot 
a beekeeper at Royston who/sold honey 
to the value of $1000 in 1906 .and had lost 
nearly all Jiis bees lost year.

The only people really Interested 


in it seem to be the. Irish and especially 
Mr. Redmond, to whom the passing of the 
bill is the one chance of obtaining homo 
rule, or rather It was, for even within 
the conservative party voices are heard, 
meekly as yet of course, but none the 
less persistent, that home rule must be 
granted Ireland sooner or later," and that 
it might as well be promised now, that a 
truly harmonious nation might celebrate 
the coronation of King George.

by a. missioner at a meeting of the Shef- 
field Police Court 
Mission. 
It reads 


more like melodrama than a tragedy of 
real life. 


Three years ajro a Sheffield boy was 


sent to gaol for stealing an overcoat. The 
mother bursting into 
tears, 
told the 


court that her son was a bad lad, that 
he had all but broken her heart, and as 
he descended Trom the dock she bade him 
never darken her doors again. 


He obeyed the injunction and upon 


leaving gaol he went into the service o! 
a kindly farmer, and a year later, hav- 
ing earned an excellent character, he

Is made necessary by the growth of 
the company's business, although it 
is only a little over two years ago 
that a generator was installed which 
at that time was the largest on the 
Coast. It was of DOOO kilowatts, 12,000 
horse-power, scarcely more than half 
as powerful as the: new machine. The 
latest installation will require about 
10,000 boiler horse-power additional. 
The work of installation will begin at 
once, in order to have the machinery 
riiady for this winter's business.

machinery necessitates 
also an enlargement of plant, which

which ended at dawn Thursday on 
the sands'at Fire Island beach, shows 
that the captain himself was on the 
bridge when the vessel struck,, with 
Second Officer \Koenicke and Fourth 
Officer . Yesserlng, but they were fif- 
teen miles north of the course be- 
lieved to have been. set. 
Five min- 
utes before the Irene struck the cap- 
tain believed he was passing seven 
miles south of Fire Island light and 
sent two men into the crow's nest to 
watch for the beacon. 
The low-sandy spit which separates 
Great South Eay from the ocean was 
admittedly taken for a strip- of heavy 
fog, 
with the result : that the ship,

2000 persons on 


board, including 
the 
crew, heaved 


into the sands at full speed with the- 
same 
sensation., that 
.a 
toboggan 


mounts a slight elevation In its course 
arid then stops with a bump. 


LIST SCARES PASSENGERS. 


The water ballast was immediately 
discharged in an effort to get back 
into deep going, but the Irene would 
not heed tho straining of her power- 
ful engines and was so high up on 
the beach that she listed 45 degrees 
to seaward. 
It -was this that so 


greatly frightened . the 1720 passen- 
gers, who knew there had been an 
accident 
but 
were 
helpless 
under 
battened hatches and between closed 
bulkheads, as thoy felt the ever-in- 
creasing listing, which made them be- 
lieve the ship was turning turtle. The 
Irene- was righted by the force of 
the sand driven in-by the surf. 


The Prlnzess Irene now lies further 
than ever up on the beach, resting 
amldship on the inner bar, her nose 
deep in the sand and her stern in 
clear water. 
With every swell she 


lifts and rocks on the bar. The great 
strain is trying- her strength and if 
a heavy sea should run ' there is a 
probability of her breaking in two. 


SAVING? OF SHIP DOUBTFUL.

weather conditions the saving of the 
Prinzess Irene is a very doubtful task. 
AH efforts to improve her position 
have thus far proved unavailing.

The Panama-Pacific International Exposition Com- 


pany has organized, or reorganized, by electing a board 
of officers 
to take charge of the big enterprise. 


Charles C. Moore was chosen president, and the cam- 
paign that resulted in his selection was of a most in- 
teresting as well as spirited one, and now that it is 
over members of the board of directors of the com- 
pany are telling stories, which in their diversity con- 
tain intimations ranging from diplomacy to conspiracy. 


It appears that William HI Crocker,-- the banker, 


had sufficient votes to insure his election to the presi- 
dential honor. The directors were .almost a unit in his 
favor. His election was conceded. 


At this stage Governor Johnson intervened with a 


letter to R. B. Hale,.the acting president of the com- 
pany. This communication is said to have been.a most 
virulent attack upon nearly every member of. the com- 
mittee, including Crocker. Hale penned what is de- 
clared to have been a most manly and vigorous reply 
to:this.epistle, in which he in no stinted ter,ms de- 
fended his associates in the committee. 
Both epistles 


are said to be gems in their variety and would make 
most interesting exhibits for the exposition of 1915, or 
in the type of the daily and weekly press, no guarantee 
being necessary as to the avidity with which the gen- 
eral public would seize upon the choice morsels the 
letters contain. 


Incidentally, of eourse, -both communications came 


to the attention of Crocker. The capitalist and banker 
has the success of the exposition much at heart and 
announced that he would not permit himself to remain 
a candidate for the office of president if he were to be 
the-cause of friction or in any manner impede the 
progress of the work, the success of which means so 
much to San Francisco and iCalifornia. He almost im- 
mediately withdrew from the candidacy. 


Crocker, however, was deeply impressed by 
the 


manly and vigorous attitude assumed by Hale in the' 
latter's reply to Governor Johnson, and forthwith be- 
came the champion of Hale for the office of president 
of the exposition. A caucus of directors was held, 


and, 
as the result of Crocker's enthusiastic support, 


Hale was made the choice of the conference. 


It developed at a subsequent meeting of the direc- 


tors, at which there was a larger attendance than at 
the former assembly, that the caucus was short and 
that Hale lacked a majority of the larger gathering. 
Some of the directors, who are possibly of an over- 
suspicious nature, assumed to see in Governor John- 
son's'letter a maneuver "in .an intrigue to defeat Crocker 
and bring about the choice of Hale or some other di- 
rector whom the Governor might favor over the first 
choice.of the board itself.. Crocker hotly resented this 
suggestion and persisted in his support of Hale, al- 
though he and his candidate went down to defeat. 


B-ut the doubt entertained by the directors in re- 


spect to Johnson's purpose caused a majority of the 
board to choose for president Charles C. Moore, not- 
withstanding the latter was absent from the State and 
not only was not a candidate and knew nothing of the 
use that was being made of his name.

shouted "anyone but Mauzy." So the piano man seems 
to have gone by the conference board. 


Former Supervisor James A. Johnston, one of the 


loudest members of the holy Taylor administration, 
and active supporter .of its unpopular measures, was 
brought up in the dragnet.

. that his fellow' prisoners take a deep interest in this 
line of reading or study, largely for the reason that 
under the 'laws'of -the State they are prohibited from 
acquiring anyaiseful trade during their '.term of im- 
prisonment, by practical employment at it, lest prison 
made goods be put in competition with-those produced 
by free labor. 


Ruefs' friends are not idle during his imprisonment 


and have organized themselves into" a publicity bureau . 
through which printed matter bearing upon the Ruef 
case is circulated, with a view to keeping it in the pub- 
lie mind. Thousands of copies of the petition for a 
rehearing have been mailed over the State, particularly 
to,.lawyers and editors, thus hoping to excite their in- 
terest and sympathy in the matter.

When that road was .brought by 
the Santa Fe he went with that company, rapidly ris- 
ing to;the top under President E. P. Ripley.

schnitt Was for years general manager of the Southern 
Pacific at 'New- Orleans and in this city after 
the 


death of A.'N. Towne.. He is a college man and a 
nephew ;of the late Judah P. Benjamin .of Southern 
Confederacy fame. Kruttschnitt is said to get $50,000 
a year as director of operation and maintenance of the 
Harriman system and is probably the ablest man in 
that line in this country. It is said the Missouri Pa- 
cific presidency will be a $75,000 a year job for the 
man selected.

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Pre-Annexalion Promises B/liist Be Kept. 


When the annexation election was pending and the result in 


jeopardy the day was saved by the framing of a -written agreement 
at the close of a protracted conference -between the leading opponents 
to annexation in the district finally annexed, and the 'Mayor and 
other members of the municipal government and leading members 
of the Chamber of Commerce and the Progress and Prosperity-Com- 
mittee. It was duly signed and subsequently approved by the com-! 
munity, which contained specific pledges for the benefit of the dis- 
trict in the event it joined fortunes with the city and consented to; 
become a-part.of Greater Oakland. As a direct result of that agree- 
ment, opposition was withdrawn and annexation was accomplished. 


The pledges contained in that agreement were; givtfh and ac- 


cepted in good faith. They were repeated'with emphasis on the' 
platform throughout the annexed district during the closing days of 
the campaign. If they were not legally'binding on those representa- 
tives of the municipal government and the commercial bodies rep- 
resented at the conference at which they were framed, the commun- 
ity in endorsing them placed itself under the moral obligation of re- 
deeming them after annexation. 


Among the pledges then made were that the annexed district 


should have personal representation'in the-. City Council. The new 
charter has abolished that body and substituted 
for it a board of 


commissioners. This board constitutes the legal successor of the 
present legislative body. It is, therefore, plain that the'-pre-election 
promise to give the annexed district representation in the Council 
applies with equal force to the commission, and Oakland's moral 
obligation to elect one of the Commissioners from that district is as 
binding upon it as ever. 


Practically, the annexed district has but one candidate in the 


field at the coming primary election, namely, P. C. Frederickson, who 
seeks to be chosen as Commissioner No. 4. He is already the 
acknowledged choice of the district, in which he is an honored resi- 
dent, clean and upright in his'private and business life, and holding 
the confidence, esteem and respect of the people in the district, 
among whom he has lived for the past thirty years. No man can 
desire or possess any better voucher for sterling character, honesty, 
business competency and integrity, fair dealing, trustworthiness and 
personal fearlessness than/is accorded freely to Mr. Frederickson by 
his neighbors whose acquaintance with him is long-standing. 


Mr. Frederickson is the logical candidate of the annexed dis- 


trict when considered front' any viewpoint. He will have practically 
the solid backing of the residents of the annexed district at the com- 
ing primary, for they have the highest appreciation of his good 
qualities and the eminent services he rendered the district before its 
annexation in advancing its best interests and in his advocacy of 
every progressive improvement and measure for its benefit. 


Mr. Frederickson stands on a platform providing for the fulfill- 


ment of the pledges given to the annexed district prior to the holding 
of the annexation election.

In 17SS he went to England, 
his second visit there, to collect funds to 
build a church on the Indian reservation 
on the Grand River in Canada.

eald that this was the first church erect- 
ed In the upper province. He died In 
1S07. 
His son, John Bryant, thereupon 


became the principal chief of the Six 
Nations. 
This son was conspicuous on 


the British aide In tha war of 1S13. Tha 
speech of Joseph Brant was addressed; 
to Captain Glaus, agent for Indian af-- 
fairs. 
It Is an earnest plea that prom- 
ises made by General Haldlmand, I/ord 
Dorchester and others In regard to cer- 
tain lEind upon Grand River be made 
good. 
In one passage in the document 


Brant says: 


"I cannot help honestly saying that 


we begin to entertain a 'bad opinion of 
your great people; they exceed their 
policy in many respects by their division 
and distribution in landed matters. Gen- 
eral Hatdimand never gave vrhole town- 
ships to Yankee land jobbers, as has 
since his time, been the case, and which 
has been the means of destroying tha 
hunting around Grand Rivsr, so that 
unless we are able to sell and lease the 
lands granted us there, we must, many 
of us, suffer through want.'*—-New 
Times.

NEW YORK, April 8.—During 1910, the 


TJnitea States built more ships than any 
•country in the world except Great Brit- 
ain. The tonnage of new vessels, which 
Includes those on island waters, was 
331,318 tons. It is Interesting to note 
that Germany built less than half this 
tonnage, or 159,000 tons; France, 30,000 
tons; Holland, 70,000 tons; Japan, 30,000. 


The total output of the world during 


the 'year, exclusive of war. ships, was 
3,957,853 tons, an increase of nearly one 
"half a million tons over tho previous 
year. Sailing vessels appear to be rap- 
W!y passing, since but 
100,000 tons of 
this enormous 
total 
comprise sailing 


vessels. Practically the entire tonnage 
launched has been of steel. 


Tho British tonnog-o afloat today is 


about 20,000,000 tons, and that of the 
TJnited States about 8,000,000. Germany 
ranks third 
in 
this list 
with 
about 


4,500,000 tons. Tho output of war ves- 
sels has been slightly below that of the 
previous year, although nearly one hun- 
dred war ships were completed. 


It. is interesting to not that while the 


American flag is seldom in evidence on 
'the high seas, the enormous volume of 
shipping amonc tho coast and Inland 
waters serves to place America, in the 
poconri place among tho nations.

struction of huge dirigibles and to ex- 
.ploit. the navigation1 of the air on an 
unprecedented scale.. 


Two companies have alreafly .been, 


formed for this purpose. : Ones-with :a 
capital of $10,000,000'has decided-'to 
adopt the plans of Engineer Boerner 
for a monster airship,•" with a capacity 
of 120,000 cubic meters; .: The .'largest 
existing .Zeppelin, -'has' a •' ca'pacity .of 
15,000 cublo me'tere, so .the new ves- 
sel will be eight tlmea - larger than 
Count Zeppelin's latent creation. The 
Boerner , airship will be built on the 
rigid system and the balloon will be 
divided into 38 air-tight compartments 
to Increase the buoyancy and Insure 
safety. 


. Its exereme length will be 775 -feet 
and its breadth 130 feet. 
The vessel 


will be driven by thirty motors, eadh 
developing., -a . .hundred- horsepower. 
Its ascent .will be assisted by numer- 
ous horizontal screws while other pro- 
pellers will- be provided for driving 
the vessel ahead -when 
.In 
midair. 


There will be six officers and a crew' 
of 04 men, of which number 84 will 
be chauffeurs tending the motors^ 


ROOM FOR 200. 


•The airship will be capable of car- 


rying 200 passengers besides the crew. 
Elaborate arrangements will be made 
for their comfort, Including cabins 
with sofas, convertible Into berths at 
night time, a spacious dining salon and 
with promenade decks, approximately 
1200 
feet long, which will run around 


the 
cabins. 
Everybody, 
passengers 
and crew, will be provided with para- 
chutes in event of disaster. 


The vessel will be equipped with 


wireless and will carry a portable 
motor boat, packed in sections so as 
to be hastily assembled. In case of 
need. 
The cost of the vessel Is esti- 


mated at $600,.000. 


According, to the organizers, plans 


of the first vessul constructed will be 
employed In passenger, traffic between 
New York and London. Owing to the 
great quantity of baggage expected to 
be carried on such voyages, the num- 
ber of passengers will be limited to 
150. 
The fare will be $200 each. 


Boerner says that in view of the 
large number of powerful motors the 
transit from New York to London will 
be accomplished in three days. 
At 


the expiration of each voyage he will. 
allow two. days' rest for the officers, 
and crew and for any necessary re- 
pairs, so that each airship will be 
able to make-six trans-Atlantic trips 
per month. 


The promoters of the new com- 


pany are so convinced that the new 
means of. conveyance will be so popu- 
lar that each vessel will carry Its 
full complement of passengers on each 
trip. On this basis they calculate they 
have excellent prospects of earning 
big dividends. 


ROTJND-TRrp SHIPS. 


Other airships will be employed on 


round trips, starting from London and 
going- via Paris and Vienna to Berlin 
and back to Paris and London. 
The 
fare for this will be J90'. 


Two other German engineers, Wet- 


zel and Schleibinger of Stuttgart are 
constructing- another aerial monster, 
also of the rigid type, with a capacity 
of 100,000 cubic meters. 
This will 


be equipped with twenty motors, de- 
veloping an aggregate of 2300 horse- 
power, whereby it is calculated that 
ai speed of forty-five to fifty miles an 
hour will be obtained.

247 Miles of Water Front Valued I 


at $500,000,000 Protected 


by Fighters. 


NEW YORK, April 8. — New York's 
marine fire fighters protect 247 miles of 
water, front. The value of property along 
this shore line exceeds $500,000,000. 
It 
Is estimated that a fire extending1 from 
the Battery to Twentieth street alone, on 
Manhattan Island, If unchecked, would 
wipe out all insurance companies In the 
world.

The fleet of fire boats -'which stands 
guard at present consists of eleven fire 
boats in regular service, varying 
from 


68 to 131 feet in length. 
The smallest 


of these boats is - capable of throwing 
5000 gallons of water a .minute, and tlie- 
larger 12.0CO gallons per minute. 
Two new tur.bihe fire boats are soon 
to be added, each capable of throwing 
15,000 gallons of water per minute.' In 
addition to New York's water front,' there 
are somo fifteen- miles of shore Una -on 
the Jersey side, opposite .the city, wholly 
without protection except for tho as- 
sistance of New York fire boats. '• Under 
the direction of Fire Commissioner Rhine- 
Sander Waldo, the marine branch of the 
fire department is maintained for about 
5500,000 a year.

It isn't a curious phase 


of human nature. It's human nature it- 
self. Just as all the world loves a win- 
ner, all the world loves a change, and 
no matter how many times a champion 
may have withstood the assaults of chal- 


lenges there is secret exultation for the 
"great unwashed" In seeing him knocked 
from his pedestal, 
The longer he triumphs the greater his 
fall. 
The public, In its heart, chafes at 
the idea that a man 
has 
been found 
whom nobody can -beat. Such old sayings 
as "there are as good fish in the sea 
as ever were caught," and "there never 
was a good man but a better could be 
found." best express the underlying sen- 
timent of humanity in such cases, 
And as it was with the old champion, 
so will it be with the new.

one of the' New York papers saying that

OaKland's Recent Growth Reviewed 


In October, 1906, Oakland was straining every financial and structural 


nerve to make it possible for the distressed merchants of San Francisco who 
were victims of the great earthquake of April 18, 1306, and the three days' 
conflagration which followed that seismic catastrophe to save their business 
from absolute loss and to help them to get'their feet under-them ence more, 
and also to house those refugees who were being cared for in the numerous 
temporary camps established here for their benefit.

Permits issued by the Board of Public Works that month shows more con- 
clusively than the value of new construction the strenuosity and. extent at 
Oakland's relief work for the benefit of the burned out residents of the me- 
tropolis, on the'Western shore of the bay. 
Beginning of OaKland's Great Development 


The records of March and April of the following year—-1907—mark the 


beginning of .metropolitan development in the retail business center of Oak- 
land, through the starting of construction of. modern earthquake and fireproof 
business buildings, of which the city, up to that time, possessed but one 
example, namely, the eleven-story Class A Union Savings bank and offica 
building, on the northeast corner of Broadway and Thirteenth street, tho' 
wisdom and security of whose type of a. modern business block was ample 
demonstrated by the trifling damage it suffered from the effects of the earth- 
quake.

Temporary SetbacK Followed New YorK Panic 


• 
The three-year .hiatus which followed the building record of April, 130T, 


was the direct result of the financial panic which started in O.ctober and 
November that year in \Vall street, New York, the disastrous effects of 
which swept over the entire North American continent and involved all the 
financial and commercial centers of Europe, as the panic demonstrated that 
the eastern metropolis was, instead of being creditor of other cities in th*3 
United States and In the Old World, a large borrower from all. To prevent 
universal bankruptcy Jt became necessary to take extraordinary precaution- 
ary measures everywhere to conserve the financial reserves from being 
swallowed in the maelstorni. 
• 


In Oakland, the peqple joined with the banks. In carrying out. a con- 


servative policy for the common good. 
Its wisdom was demonstrated by 


the fact that this city was one ;of the first in the United' States to emerge- 
from the financial ani. industrial depression created 'by the giant gamblers 
of New York-. 
But, in the meantime, a vast amount-of private capital here 


went into hiding and bank loans on improvements were suspended. 
Hence, 


the plans prepared by 'architects for innumerable buildings, many of them 
of a costly and imposing type,' were pigeon-holed. '

Revival of Building Follows Restored Confidence 


Before the close of 1900, money returned to Its accustomed channels, 


and those plans, for new buildings - began, to be drawn out of the pigreon 
holes, and new construction revived. ' In April, 1910, the building permits 
for the erection-of the-Oakland (bankers) Hotel and other important busi- 
ness blocks were taken out, making in. .that month a new record in the mat-

LOSS OF ANIMALS 
WILL REACH $50,000,000 


History of Many Centuries Fails 


to Parallel Such a Terri- 


ble Calamity. 


(By HOMER DAVEATPOBT.) 
NE "WYORK, April 8.—The men of 
the Desert of the Euphrates Valley 
have been decimated and their prop- 
erty to the extent of $7,000,000 
de- 
stroyed by snow storms and cold, such 
as have never been experienced in that 
.section within the memory of man. 
The storm of devastation and the 


fearful suffering is told more graph- 
ically than I can possibly tell it In a 
letter I have just received from one of 
the Desert Shieks and 
sent 
from 


Aleppo. 
He says: 


"Yes, it is with deep regret that we 


inform you that , the condition of the 
Arabs is now deplorabfe. 
Most of 
them have been the victims of hitherto 
unheard-of calamities in these parts. 
The snow and fatal cold came upon 
them unawares. 
Such conditions of 
the weather never have they seen, or 
have been heard of in history for cen- 
turies past. The cold fell to 22 degrees 
below zero (centigrade). 
The snow 


continued night and day for 
sixty 
days. 
In ,somo parts it was 
three 


metres (11 feet), in others 19 feet. 


LIVESTOCK PERISHES. 


"Communication 
-was cut off; the 
roads were stopped; the railroads, too, 
and many of the Arabs with their fam- 
ilies died of privation without anyone 
knowing of their plight. 
Their huts 


were smothered in snow, the air was 
shut out from them and very few es- 
caped the awful calamity. 
"Moreover, all their livestock per- 
ished, so that the owners, the shep- 
herds, the horses and camels, are all 
gone. 


"The 
Josses are great. 
Even In 
the cities, where people have facilities 
for heating their homes, many per- 
ished from such unprecedented se- 
verity by the weather" in these parts. 


"The losses of livestock have been 
estimated at ten million 
pounds— 


$50,000,000. 
"Commerce is crippled; merchants 
are ruineor. 
We, too, have Incurred 
great loss. 
But with the corning of 
spring and the trading season, we are 
endeavoring to re-establish ourselves." 
Confirmation 
of these calamities 
have been received at the headquar- 
ters of the National Armenia Relief 
Association at Boston. 
Charcoal fuel 
is fourteen times its usual price. Hun- 
dreds of thousands of camels 
and 


sheep have perished. In Oarfa alone 
'.he loss ot sheep Is placed at 300,000.

TOO COSTLY TO FEED, 


As grass and hay cost money there 


really is no good social reason why 
two worthless donkeys should be kept 
at the public expense. 


They are only donkeys, anyway, and 


they have no right to complain. They

was also seriously hurt.

The 
escapes of the other men employed 
on the twenty-fourth floor were nar- 
row and thrilling-.
